Broccoli 
iS good 
in dishes

Broccoli is served as a solo 
vegetable by many and is 
delicious as such. However, it 
combines weil with a variety of 
food to make exciting new 
dishes. Broccoli has been pop 
wlar since it was first in 
troduced into England in the 
early 18th century. For a spring 
treat try a Breecoli Spoon 
Bread, a casserole dish using 
fresh broccoli. It is particularly 
good with ham. When cooking 
fresh broccoli, slit the stem ina 
couple places to hasten its cook 
ing otherwise the delicate

Cook over 
medium heat, stirring cons 
tantly, until thickened, about 5 
minutes.
